McLaughlin withdraws 
her recount request

Efforts by Canton Republi¬ 
can Melissa McLaughlin to 
overturn her 47- vote loss to 
Wayne Democrat John Sul¬ 
livan for the 11th District 
Wayne County Commission 
seat currently held by Bruce 
Patterson, failed Monday. 

Sullivan is now definitely 
the commissioner-elect for the 
11th District and will take of¬ 
fice in Januapf. 

McLaughlin had filed for 
the recount back on Nov. 23 
with the Wayne County Clerk’s 
Office and paid the needed 
$580 for a recount of all district 
precincts except those in her 
home town of (lanton. 

On Monday the recount 
teams worked on checking 
vote results in the cities of 
Wayne and Belleville as well 
as Sumpter and Huron Towns¬ 
hips. 

Late Monday afternoon, 
when the vote search teams re¬ 
turned to the city of Wayne, 
McLaughlin found Sullivan 
had gained about nine votes in 
the first day’s count and she 
remained pretty much the 
same. 

“Since we were going in the

wrong direction,” McLaughlin 
said Tuesday morning, “I de¬ 
cided to withdraw my recount 
request since I didn’t expect to 
find any panacea of GOP votes 
in Romulus (on Tuesday).” 

On Tuesday the recount ef¬ 
fort was to have moved to Ro¬ 
mulus and on Wednesday it 
was to conclude in Van Buren 
Township. 

McLaughlin said she shook 
Sullivan’s hand in Wayne City 
Hall and said “I guess you won. 
Good luck ..you are going to 
need it.” 

She said Sullivan thanked 


heh for withdrawing from the 
final two days of recount ef¬ 
forts...and cutting the pre¬ 
holiday stress. 

McLaughlin said she was 
pressing the recount effort 
since she felt the need for final 
resolution on airport noise is¬ 
sues - impacting many munici¬ 
palities including Romulus 
and Huron Township. 

It still is unclear, who will 
be the focus person for area 
citizens in that on-going noise 
mitigation battle, once Patter¬ 
son steps down from his com¬ 
missioner’s office. 

Sullivan said during the 
campaign he felt he could fill 
that role. 

Republicans and indepen¬ 
dents are not quite sure yet if 
Sullivan has the clout to speak 
out for them on an issue so 
close to the heart of County Ex¬ 
ecutive Ed McNamara. 

It is not known if Patterson 
will turn over his role (and citi¬ 
zen’s committee) in the airport 
noise crisis to Huron Towns¬ 
hip Supervisor David Glaab or 
not. 

Some announcement is sure 
to occur during the Christmas 
holiday period or after Patter^ 
son returns from a family holi¬ 
day in Texas. 


Grinch-style thief steals 
van, holiday food donations

More than $400 worth of do¬ 
nated holiday food items col¬ 
lected to help area needy via 
for the local Helping Hand 
thrift store and St. Vincent de 
Paul Society were stolen re¬ 
cently, when a thief stole a Ro¬ 
mulus woman’s parked van 
over the Thanksgiving holiday. 

The victim reported Mon¬ 
day that neither her 1993 Plym¬ 
outh Voyager or the stolen 
food gifts have been recov¬ 
ered. 

She has been forced to use 
her son’s vehicle temporarily 
and is concerned that 
Christmas is swiftly approach¬ 
ing minus the food donated by 
members of the St. Aloysius 
Catholic Church. 


The dedicated woman said 
she stored the church dona¬ 
tions in her van following the 
Thanksgiving weekend service 
and later took an unexpected 
trip to the upper peninsula to 
visit family members. 

Upon returning from her 
trip, the victim found both her 
home had been broken into 
and her van was “hot-wired” 
and stolen. 

The burglar(s) apparently 
entered the home after prying 
open a patio door and then 
using a chair to smash a win¬ 
dow to gain access to the main 
rooms. 

Also reported stolen were 
hunting items (such as rifles 
and a bow and arrow), and a 
chain saw. 

To add insult to injury, the 
woman said “I feel violated 


since they rummaged through 
my jewelry in the bedroom 
and ruined my good chair to 
break into the house.” 

Also the theft of the van had 
an emotional impact, since “it 
was the last thing my husband 
gave me before he died.”

Sadly the woman feels sin¬ 
gled out by the burglar. “I feel 
like asking -- what did I do 
wrong?”

Woman, 41, dies 
after bus mishap

A 41-year-old Inkster wo¬ 
man was fatally injured early 
Monday morning, when Ro¬ 
mulus police report she appar¬ 
ently “ran into the side of a 
(small) SMART bus” as she 
tried to cross Middlebelt road. 

The victim, Brenda Brintley, 
reportedly was pronounced 
dead as she arrived at An¬ 
napolis Hospital in Wayne. 

Traffic officer Lenn White 
also reported that the bus 
driver and a lone passenger 
were slightly injured, treated 
at the same hospital and re¬ 
leased. 

The accident occurred at 


6:55 a.m. Monday in the south¬ 
bound side of Middlebelt road, 
just south of Van Born road. 

Romulus Police Lt. Eric 
Painter said police are un¬ 
aware of why the victim did 
not see the southbound bus. 
Witnesses told police that the 
bus driver swerved in an at¬ 
tempt to avoid the accident, to 
no avail. 

The case has been turned 
over to the Wayne County Pros¬ 
ecutor’s Office. But local au¬ 
thorities do not suspect that 
the driver will face any pros¬ 
ecution in the case.

Windstorm closes 
4 Romulus schools

Sunday's sudden, fierce and 
brief windstorm gave Romulus 
teachers and students at four 
local schools a day off from 
classes on Monday. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Joel Carr said Wick, Cory and 
Barth Elementary Schools and 
Romulus Middle School were 
closed Monday because of 
power outages. 

The schools reopened on 
schedule on Tuesday. 

Some small pockets of 
power outages were reported 
in the city, officials said, and 
there were some large trees 


that were felled by the heavy 
Sunday winds. 

The above listed fatality 
was not impacted by the storm 
damage, police said however. 

But holiday figures - partic- 
ularly nativity scene and 
Christmas Santas and snow¬ 
men made of light materials - 
were smashed or blown over, 
city officials said, while most 
outdoor holiday light systems 
went without major damage. 

In nearby Willow Run Air¬ 
port in Belleville, 10 or more 
parked airplanes were flipped 
over or dented by the 65 mph- 
plus winds ending up with bet¬ 
ween $250,000-$5(X),000 in dam¬ 
age.

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Man beaten in 
racial incident

After accusing a white man 
of prejudice, a bald Hispanic 
man alleged attacked him. 

The assault allegedly oc¬ 
curred near the Library Pub’s 
entrance shortly before clos¬ 
ing time on November 14. 

The white man, who was out 
on the town with friends, said 
that he was standing by the 
pub’s front door when the His¬ 
panic man and a companion 
walked by on the way to the 
restroom. When walking by, 
the Hispanic man’s friend said 
something to the white man’s 
group in Spanish. 

On the Hispanic man return 
trip from the restroom, he ap¬ 
proached the white man and 
said: “You don’t like His- 
panics.” Then the Hispanic 
man walked out the door. 

Afterwards, the white man 
and his friends left the pub. 

Outside, they saw the His¬ 


panic man in the parking lot. 
According to witnesses, the 
Hispanic man was lying in wait 
for the white man. 

The Hispanic man allegedly 
pushed the white man, and al¬ 
legedly punched him with a 
closed fist several times in the 
face. 

The punches felled the 
white man. When he was on 
the ground, the bartender ap¬ 
peared outside and saw the 
Hispanic man twice kick the 
white man in the face. 

Westland police were 
called. 

A woman believed to be the 
Hispanic man’s wife hurried 
him into a 1997 Chevy Blazer. It 
took off* before a Westland po¬ 
lice car arrived. 

The responding officers 
noted the white man’s injuries: 
a large bump on his forehead, 
a red face, and possibly a bro¬ 
ken nose. However, the victim 
refused to a ride to a hospital 
from Westland paramedics.

December 7 is usually recal¬ 
led as “a day of infamy,” as 
FDR insightfully said it would 
be after the Japanese air 
force’s sneak attack on Pearl 
Harbor. 

But in the Wayne-Westland dis¬ 
trict, there was nothing infamous 
about December 7. If anything, it 
ought to be remembered as the 
day School Board President 
David Cox engineered an open 
frontal attack on the secrecy of 
the district’s school board meet¬ 
ings.

Friends of Sassafras, even if the 
group, like the Friends, put its 
money wheiTJ its mouth was. The 
Friends had raised $520,000 to 
save the Sassafras Ti'ails Nature 
Center at Wildwood and Palmer, 
yet the boaixl refused to seriously 
entertain the Friends’ sugges¬ 
tions. 

While the board is legally em- 
powei'ed to thumb their noses at 
the public, it was narrow-sighted 
to shut out the FViends and other 
citizen groups’ ideas and sug¬ 
gestions. 





The result was a dishict run by 
navel gazers. Unawai'e of oUier real¬ 
ities, a succession of deluded boaixl 
members sacrificed the district to 


clueless decisions. Would the district 
have swallowed the Cherry Hill dis¬ 
trict on such bad terms or adopted 

touchy-feely education if the pub¬ 
lic had been involved? Would the 
district have lost pupils and relat¬ 
ed state funding if it hadn’t made 
these avoidable mistakes that 
made families think twice before 
moving into the distinct? 

Cox’s decision to open up the 
district to ^^idents’ scnitiny and 
input will provide the boaixi with 
notions of what parents, not edu- 
crats, want their children to learn 
and how parents want their chil- 
dre.n to behave.

Citizens have 
access to state 
government on Web 

To the Editor: 

With the advances in the Inter¬ 
net during the past few years, al¬ 
most everyone can now access in¬ 
formation on government from 
Washington to Lansing to local 
units of government around 
Wayne County right from their 
own home. 

The explosion in the use of the 
World Wide Web has brought 
eveiyone closer to information 
they need from government Not 
only can students research school 
projects but now businesses have 
access to information, forms and 
applications for various govern¬ 
mental permits and reports. 

With the recent establishment 
of a web site for the Michigan De¬ 
partment of Corrections, every 
state department in Michigan is 
now on-line. Making state govern¬ 
ment more accessible and user- 
friendly has been a top priority of 
state government for several 
years. Internet access to every 
state department as well as all 
members of the Legislature is a 
major step in that direction. 

The Senate Republican caucus 
was a pioneer at putting govern¬ 
ment on the World Wide Web. I 
was one of the first members of 


the senate to establish a web site 
and in September 1995 unveiled 
an e-mail address on the Internet 
I was to be as accessible as possi¬ 
ble to my constituents.

We hinted at it before but 
now we can announce it as 
fact. 

Both Livonia Mayor Jack Kirk- 
sey, and Livonia Council Presi¬ 
dent Jack Negebretson, have filed 
an Amicus Curiae Brief support¬ 
ing the position taken in the pend¬ 
ing Court of Appeals case of Ap¬ 
pellants. 

You will recall that Appellants 
are insisting that County Election 
Officials stop trying to treat the 
adoption of a Home Rule Charter 
by the voters of Wayne County as 
a non-event 

One of Wayne County's main 
reasons for writing its own Char¬ 
ter, and thereby breaking away 
from the matrix of State law 
which applies to non-charter 
counties, was to free its thinking 
primary voters from the straight 
jacket of straight-ticket voting and 


allow them to express their pref¬ 
erences for candidates seeking 
State offices and also for candi¬ 
dates seeking offices under 
Wayne County’s Home Rule Char¬ 
ter. 

Defendant County Election Of¬ 
ficials have flat-out ignored the 
liberating effect of the Home Rule 
Chailer on the rights of the Coun¬ 
ty's primary voters.

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Avoiding financiai hangovers 


You may be realizing that 
you are coming to the end of 
your holiday spending budget, 
and still have gifts to buy. But 
before you get out your credit 
cards, stop! 

You may be tired of hearing 
about it, but there are as many 
plans to curb holiday over¬ 
spending as there are ways to 
get yourself into serious finan¬ 
cial trouble. 

These tips fi*om USA Today 
Magazine may help put your fi¬ 
nancial matters back on track, 
and help you avoid a “finan¬ 
cial hangover.” 

Budget Set a limit on what 
you realistically can afford to 
spend and stick to it. You may 
feel like Scrooge, but you’re 
the one whop has to pay the 
holiday bills, not the gift recip¬ 
ients. Include the cost of wrap¬ 
ping paper, postage, travel, 
extra food and entertainment. 

Start planning early. While it 
may be too late to do so this 
year, this season may have 
been your wake-up call for 
next year.

Write down gift ideas and their 
prices. Gift certificates to 
movies, restaurants and mu¬ 
seums help keep budgets in 
line.

(based on your initial brows¬ 
ing). Can you afford to buy 
something for everyone within 
your over-all budget? If not, 
you may have to drop more dis¬ 
tant relatives or friends from 
the list, or change what you in¬ 
tend to buy for them.

Bargain Shop Take extra 
time to compare prices. 

Keep track of your spending. 

Mark down what you buy and 
compare it with your shopping 
list to be sure you’re staying 
within budget. 

Spend cash. Avoid using 
credit cards or loans. 

Don’t shop at the last minute. 
Chances are, if you’ve made it 
this far down the list, you’re 
already buying last-minute 
presents, but keep in mind 
that’s when stress takes over 
and destroys your carefully 
prepared budget. You also may 
find things you had planned to 
buy are gone and you end up 
substituting something more 
expensive. 

Save for next year. Put away 
money each month in a 
Christmas or Hanukkah fund, 
so the holidays will be a time 
of joy and festivity instead of 
financial trauma.

Holiday festivities are a 
wonderful part of the season, 
but they can be dangerous for 
the furry members of your fam¬ 
ily. The Michigan Humane So¬ 
ciety offers the following tips 
to keep your pets safe: 

•Holiday plants such as mis¬ 
tletoe, poinsettias, Japanese 
yew, and Jerusalem cherry can 
be poisonous; contact your vet¬ 
erinarian if your pet is vomit¬ 
ing, lethargic, or foaming at 
the mouth. 

•Keep pets away from holi¬ 
day decorations and never 
leave pets unsupervised 
around the tree. Tinsel and an¬ 
gel hair can cause intestinal 
blockages if swallowed. Glass 
balls may be “fetched” off the 
tree and break. 

•Aspirin used to prolong a 
tree’s life may harm your cat if 
the water is ingested. 

•Make sure lights and elec¬ 
trical cords are out of reach. 
Besides the risk of electrocu¬ 
tion, the whole tree may topple 
over. 

•Keep pets away from rib¬ 
bons and bows. Cats find them

If you know 
someone is interested in 
adopting a pet, bring him or 
her to an MHS shelter to meet 
the animals in person.

Lebanese Holiday Turkey 
with Rice, Pine Nuts, and Al¬ 
monds 

Ingredients: 

1 turkey, 10-12 pounds 

2 cups long grain rice 

5 1/2 pounds ground lamb 
1/2 pound pine nuts 
1/2 pound almonds 
4 large onions 
4 cinnamon sticks 
4 bay leaves 
2 lemons 

1 teaspoon allspice 

2 teaspoon salt 

4 tablespoon butter 
1 cup vegetable oil 

Directions: 

In a large pot, cover turkey 
with water and boil for two 
hours with cinnamon sticks, 
bay leaves, 3 onions (whole, 
peeled), 1/2 teaspoon allspice, 
a lemon (cut in four pieces) 
and one teaspoon salt. 

Remove turkey from water 
and set water aside. Line a 
roasting pan with aluminum 
foil; butter the foil in pan and 
place turkey in foil. Wrap tur¬ 
key with foil. Bake at 350 de¬ 
grees for about 30 minutes, or 
until turkey is thoroughly 
cooked. 

LDirections for rice: 

Soak rice in hot water for 
two hours (while turkey is boil¬ 
ing). Remove rice from water 
and add 1 tablespoon of butter 
and 1/2 teaspoon of salt. Add 4 
cups broth from turkey to rice 
and simmer at a low tempera¬ 
ture for about 15 to 20 minutes, 
until rice is soft and all liquid 
is absorbed. 

Chop remaining union and 
saute in 3 tablespoons of but¬ 
ter, until onion is golden; add 
ground lamb and allspice and 


cook until lamb is well done; 
add remaining salt. 

Saute almonds and pine 
nuts in vegetable oil over me¬ 
dium heat until the are golden. 

Serve turkey in middle of 
large platter, along with rice, 
covered with ground lamb 
mixture. Cover rice and lamb 
with almonds and pine nuts. 

Reduce remaining stock 
from the turkey to about a 
quarter its original amount; 
squeeze the juice from re¬ 
maining lemon into sauce and 
serve with the turkey. 

Triple-ginger gingerbread 

Ingredients: 

2 cups butter 
2 cups molasses 
2 eggs 

2 cups sugar 

4 1/2 cups flour 
1 tablespoon baking soda 
1 tablespoon ground ginger 
1 tablespoon cinnamon 
1/2 teaspoon nutmeg 
3/4 teaspoon cloves 
1/8 teaspoon salt 
1 cup boiling water 

3 tablespoons minced can¬ 
died ginger 

1/2 cup sour cream 
Grated zest of 2 oranges 
1/4 cup peeled and minced 
fresh ginger 
Directions: 

Preheat oven to 350 degrees. 
Grease and flour a 10-by 15- 
inch sheet cake pan. 

In top of large double 
boiler, melt butter with mo¬ 
lasses. In a large mixing bowl, 
beat eggs with sugar until light 
and fluffy. Combine flour with 
baking soda and spices. Blend 
in butter-molasses and egg- 
sugar mixtures. 

Combine boiling water with 
minced candied ginger and 
add to batter, blending well. 
Then add sour cream, orange 
peel and fresh ginger, blend¬ 


ing well. 

Spread batter in pan and 
bake for 50-60 minutes. Test 
with straw or cake tester to be 
sure gingerbread is cooked 
through. Cool slightly and 
serve with unsweetened 
whipped cream dusted with 
ground ginger. 

Coq au VIn 

Ingredients: 

2 tablespoons canola oil 
6 tablespoons butter 
1 large yellow onion, peeled 
and diced fine 

1 5-6 pound chicken, cut up 
5-6 small white onions, 
peeled 

1 large clove garlic, crushed 

1- 2 teaspoons dried mar¬ 
joram 

2- 3 sprigs parsley 
1 bay leaf 

Salt and pepper to taste
